Sunflower Pith. 


The pith of the sunflower stem is 


said to be the lightest substance 
known. It* specific gravity is 0.028, 
as compared with 0,09 for elder pith, 
hitherto recognized as the lighter mat- 
erial, and 0.1 for reindeer hair, and 
0.24 for cork. Tne sunflower is exten- 
sively cultivated in Russia, mainly for 
its seeds. But the discovery of the ex- 
treme lightness of its pith has added 
to its commercial value. For life-sav- 
ing appliances at sea cork has a buoy- 
ancy of 1 lo 5 and reindeer hair 1 to 
10, while sunflower pith, has a buoy- 
ancy of 1 to 35. 


.A^ Military Precaution. 


It is a pretty well known fact that

1 CAVALRYMAN'S 


PICKET DUTY, 


Cavalry picket duty in the late war 


was usually upon the extreme out- 
posts, nearest the enemy's line, writes 
Cyrus G. Shepard, Co. F., 16th N. Y 
Vol. Cal., the theory being that a 
horseman could give an alarm of the 
approach of the foe quicker than a 
iisj&outtted soldier. 
A trooper on 


picket duty was not only exposed be- 
cause of his position on horseback. 
but, necessarily, to be able to main- 
tain a good lookout, he must occupy 
*n exposed position, or at least much 
more so than an infantryman. 
This 


Bade cavalry duty on picket hazardous 
in the extreme, and to be detailed for 
this duty was regarded as one of the 
greatest hardships of cavalry service. 


Our picket posts usually consisted 


Of a corporal and three privates, with 
two hours on duty and four off. This 
•was a regular routine for a day's ser- 
vice on picket. When far away from 
camp, we generally had a reserve force 
•f twenty-five or thirty men to sup- 
fort the outposts. 


Our regiment, during 1863, was en- 


gaged in doing picket duty in Fairfax 
London, and Farquier Counties, and 
adjacent territory in Virginia. 
This 


section was infested with Mosby's 
guerillas, who were a constant terror, 
and a source of great damage to us 
These bushwhackers were almost in- 
variably residents of the country, and 
knew all the roars and saddle-paths 
through the woods. We lost more men 
frho were killed or captured while ot 
picket than in any other way. These 
bushwhackers would locate our picket 
poets during th« day, and at night 
would steal in behind us, between the 
post and.the reserve; then, with a dash 
and a yell, sweep down on the post 
and shoot or capture it before the re- 
serve could come to its rescue. 


Mosby's men were brave, daring, and 


often reckless; anc the very daredevil 
nature of their deeds often proved the 
cause of their success; and, however 
humiliating it is to a Union cavalry- 
man to admit it, truth compels us tc 
say that these guerillas were, as a rule 
more than 
equal 
to the average 


cavalryman In the Union service, un- 
til later on, when experience and hard 
service had shown the methods neces- 
sary to match them. The muster rolls

Cavalrymen will show that a large 
proportion of those killed or captured 
met their fate at the hands of Mosby's 
men while doing picket duty. 


These guerillas, however, were not 


always the winners; and upon one 
memorable occasion at least they had 
the tables turned in a manner thai 
some of them always remembered.

Ing picket duty cut on Little River 
turnpike, it a place called German- 
town, in FaitfarCouBty. Some of oun 
regiment had been captured at this 
point a few days previous, and Mosby's 
men were Knewn to be in the neigh- 
borhood.

•'to were thus overcome by exhaus- 
tion, and who really were good soldier; 
In every sense. 


In 1S64 our brigade was encamped al 


Vienna, Va.. and was engaged in do- 
ing picket duty from Fairfax Court- 
house to Dranesville. While thus en- 
gaged, a member of tie Tairteeati 
New York Cavalry deserted from hi; 
post and joined Mosby's men. 
This 


was the most serious crime a soldiei 
could commit. Desertions to go hoxu< 
were rather frequent and were oftet 
overlooked, and rarely, if ever, punish- 
ed with death, but deserters to the 
enemy were always shot when tc; 
traitor could be secured. In this case 
the traitor deserted while doing the 
important duty of a picket, thus leav- 
ing the door unguarded and the camj 
liable to a surprise. 


A scouting party fortunately cap- 


tured a detachment of rebels a day 01 
two after this desertion, and among 
the prisoners was the deserter. 
H< 


was immediately tried by a drum-heac 
court-martial, found guilty, and sen- 
tenced to be shot the following day 
The brigade was drawn up in a hol- 
low square, with the rear rank "oper 
order," and the doomed man, seated OE 
a rough pine box which was to be his 
coffin, in a cart, was driven around 
the square, while the band played the 
death march, and then down the cen- 
tre where his grave had been dug. 
Here be was taken out of the cart 
bis coffin placed alongside of- his grave 
and he was made to kneel thereon 
blindfolded. Then, the twelve men de- 
tailed for the execution, six with but- 
lets and six with blank cartridges, nc 
one knowing which he had, were 
drawn up at twelve paces, solemn 
stern, but unwilling executioners o) 
the dread justice and unyielding nec- 
essity of war. The eyes of 3,000 oi 
those who had been his friends we« 
fixed upon him without pity or sym- 
pathy. The sharp word of command 
"Attention!""Ready!" "Aim!" "Fire!* 
and the attending surgeon steps up tc 
the heap of humanity, not to rendei 
kindly aid, but +o make sure that nc 
aid can be rendered, and then we all 
hear the word of command, "Close 
order!" "March by Fours!" "Right 
wheel, forward march!" and we gladlj 
leav,e the scene where the only de- 
serter from out brigade was executed 
during the war. 


"Gator Grnnters."

"My cousjwuy got mixed up." said

There wasu't one of the eueuiy in 
sight, unless you count dead ones, so 
we blazed mvay ct nothing at all for a 
while. But they had us dead in range. 
and it was uo dream the way their 
bullets played around us. 


''One of the bravest things I saw in 


tbc war hapi>ened right here. An offi- 
cer came ui>—he was a uujjor of resru- 
lars, I don't know bis legiiuent— ami 
be !-:t\r we didn't know what to aim at 
and were getting a little rattled. So 
what did lie do but quickly walk out 
iu front of the bloek house, where the 
Mauser' \vere coiaiag thickest and 
proceed to study the h'ills with his 
field-glasses, just as unconcerned as 
you please. And every now and then 
be would call to us who were inside; 
•Men, flx your sights at eight hundred 
yards and sweep the grass o£f tbe 
ridge of tbe hill.' Or, again: 'Men, 
I can see Spaniards over there; try a 
tbousaud-yard rar.ge and see if you 
can't get some of them. Fire low.' 1 
never saw such nerve as that officer 
bad; he'd bave stirred courage in 
anybody." 


"Didn't be get b'.tV I asked 
"I'll tell you about that in a minute, 


but while be was out there, shaking 
bands with death, you might say, I 
was witness to u little incident in the 
blockhouse that is worth telling about. 
A lot of us were in there from differ- 
ent regiments, some from tlie Thir- 
teenth. some from the Sixteenth, and 
some colored boys from the Twenty- 
fourth. \Ve were all blazing away 
through the firing-openings in the 
walls. 


"Just beside me was a big nigger 


who didn't seem more than half inter- 
ested in what he vas doing, i saw 
him pull a dead Spaniard out of the 
door with a listless movement, and 
then pick np his rifle as if be thought 
the whole thing a bore. Suddenly a 
bullet came in with a zip along the un- 
der side of bis gunbarrel glanced 
against the strap, and took the skin 
off the nigger's knuckles as if they'd 
been scraped with a knife. -4|id then 
you should have seen ~-e change! He 
wasn't scareu not a bit; but he was 
mad enough to have charged tne whole 
Spanish army alone. How ae did 
swear— not loud, just quietly to him- 
self—and how he did grab his cart- 
ridges and begin to shoot! 


"Speaking of cartridges, some of the 


boys run short because they had 
thrown away a lot in their haver- 
sacks; but I had put two beltfuls in a 
pair of socks and pinned them inside 
uiy shirt with safety-pins. So I had 
plenty. And I was peppering away 
from behind a brick chimney w hen one 
of tin- Thirteenth lads called out to 
me: 'Come over here, Seveinty-one; 
I've got a line shot for you.' 


"I looked around and saw him 


standing by a window that was barred 
with iron, but had no sash to it. He 
was kneeling on the floor, just showing 
his head over the sill and looking 
at the Spanish line. He \\at> a nice- 
looking lad not a day OMH 
- twenty- 


one, and his face was smooth as a 
girl's. 
" 'All right,' said I, going over to 


him; 'where' s your shot?' 
" 'There.' said he, pointing to one of 


tbe hills; 'nobody's fired at that one 
yet, but I'm sure the dagos are there. 
Set your sights at six hundred yards 
and we'll try it together.' 


"So I fixed niy sights and we both 


fired out the window with our rifles 
resting on the ledge. As I drew back 
I saw there was something queer with 
the boy, and noticed a splash of reel on 
the lobe of his ear, just like a coral 
bead. 
" 'Did they wing yon? I asked, and 


even as I spoke he staggered against 
the wall and turned around so that I 
saw him full iu the face. There was a 
hole in the other side, just at the 
cheekbone, that I could have put my 
fiuger in.

gathered on Iowa's western border 
and plotted the death of the settlers 
who hewed a path for civilization m 
th« western wild lands. The exposi- 
tion site is symmetrical and level and 
easy of drainage. Sherman avenue, or 
Sixteenth street, the main north and 
south business thoroughfare of Omaha, 
passes directly througn the enti e tract. 
In Sherman avenue there is an electric 
street car line that runs from South 
Omaha through to the northern limits 
of Omaha. It passes through the cen- 
ter of the exposition site. 
Besides 


there are two other electric street car 
lines on which the exposition can be 
reached, and two steam railroads. 


The tract selected as the focus for 


the group of main buildings measures 
about half a mile in length by 670 feet 
in width. A tract of sixty acres lies 
at right angles to it on the east of 
Sherman avenue, overlooking the river 
and country beyond. The remainder 
of the grounds are west of Sherman 
avenue, and inclvde the eld fair ground 
and the land beyond it as far as Old 
Chatham. The area of the northwest 
tract is eighty acres. Snerman ave- 
nue will be spanned by two bridges 
thus joining the three tracts, and with 
the Twentieth street junction of the 
Kountze and Old Chatham tracts, pro- 
viding for an unimpeded circulation 
through the grounds. 


The main entrance to the exposition 


is on the south side of Twentieth 
street, through the Arch of States, or 
Administration Arch, into the Grand 
Canal Court. This arch, one of the 
most noticeable in the group of struc- 
tures, is decorated with a frieze com- 
posed of the arms of the transmissis- 
sippi states the 
wto'e being sur- 


mounted by sculpture figures bearing 
the United States shield. The bright 
colors of the shields, contrasting with 
the monochrone 
oacKground of the 


arch Rself, and tbe gay effect of the 
streamers flying .above, wyi form a 
brilliant point that can be seen the 
whole length of the boulevard. This 
arch will be built of stone and will re- 
main a permanent monument to com- 
memorate the exposition.

Th« golden rain has not poured into 


the buil<Jers alone, much as they de- 
served it all for sending to sea the 
star chest and speediest warships, for 
in every case the crew participated in. 
the winnings, and thus satisfaction ex- 
isted all around. 


The days of premiums for speed in 


excess of the contract 
requirements 


have now gone by, and with their pass- 
ing is probably shelved the finest crew 
of steamship men that ever stoked a 
stokehold. 


Preparations for speed trials have al- 


ways been busy days at tbe shipyard. 
A couple of weeks before it is to occur 
the foremen announce that a crew will 
be needed to man the vessel, and all 
who desire to go are thereby notified 
that it is time for them to make their 
applications. Needless to state, there 
are enough volunteers to form three or 
four crews, and from these tbe fore- 
men pick out the most likely ones. It 
usually happens that a great majority 
are old and tried hands at the work, 
but at the same time there is always a 
sprinkling of new men, whose work on 
the trip is carefully watched. 


Almost invariably the crew is se- 


lected from the ranks of the boilerma- 
kers, the riveters, the forge men, and 
the moulders, each class skilled in the 
keaping of a fire and knowing just how 
to get the greatest amount of heat out 
of the coal consumed. The engine 
room is filled up from the machine 
shop, with the chief engineers of the 
company in command. Next the ship's 
bunkers are filled with the finest hand- 
picked Pocahontas coal, and when the 
day arrives the men go aboard to taKe 
things easy most of tbe time, but to do 
yeoman service when the supreme time 
comes. 
Their comfort has been well looked 


after, a small army of competent cooks 
being ready to serve out the most in- 
viting and substantial meals, and as 
the vessel proceeds slowly toward the 
government test course in the deep wa- 
ter off the New England coast, tbe men 
entei upon a systematic course of 
living that fits them for the hard work 
ahead. 


At last all is ready and the great 


ship is headed for the starting line, off 
Cape Ann. The next few hours mean 
much to builders and crew, and there 
are no laggards. The men are told 
oft into two shifts, to work through al- 
ternate hours until the four hours' re- 
quired run is finished. Half of them 
go to their places, while the balance 
stow themselves about ready to take 
their turn 
Stripped to the waist, these hardened 


and sturdy men gather in front of the 
furnaces deep down in the stokehold, 
arcl as the skip gradually works up 
speed in approaching the line, they 
pick hard and cork up the glowing bed 
of coals until not a speck of ash or 
cinder remains to clog or stop the 
heat. Next comes the roar of the 
forced draught, and if the furnace fires 
were hot before, 
they are sesthing 


\vhite now; yet the men never falter, 
and the rush of the ship only seems to 
intensify their power. 


Across the line, and they know full 


well when that time comes, they bend 
every energy to their work, and with 
a nicety born of long practice, they 
heap in the coal with mvish hand, but 
always land it in the right place. So 
great is the power of the draught that 
s. scoop full of coal has only to be held 
before a furnace door and it is whisked 
far into the seething furnace. The 
thermometer registers a full 120 de- 
grees. But what care these men for 
heat!

An Ideal Inxalntor. 


Manjak is a mineral substance re-

Clinic of Storms. 


''Nearly every storm m this 
lati- 
tude," says Professor Sonn, the mete- 
orological expert of Newark, N. J. "is 
cyclonic in character, not in the gen- 
erally accepted sense of tempestuous, 
but as revolving. Nine out of every 
ten storms that blow down upon us, 
he says, begin in the Northeast, and 
move, in order, to the east, the south- 
east, an<|, finally, the northwest. They 
make a revolution, and the storm is 
spent when it reaches the northwest. 
In the Southern H*misphere the order 
is reversed. The storm begins in the 
southwest and changes in turn to the 
west, the northwest and the southeast. 
This last is the final stage. This revo- 
lution is caused by the way in which 
storms are generated. A certain spot 
becomes overheated, the hot air arises 
and creates a vacuum, and than from 
every point of the compass the cooler 
air rushes in to fill the vacuum, -and 
owing to the earth's motion these air 
currents are given a slightly revolv- 
ing impulse. The result is a cyclone. 


A hurricane is different. This is a 


tempest, in which the wind blows in 
one 
direction. Th.e cyclone is of 


greater or less degree of force; the 
hurricane is always violent. 


Don't Stoop When You Road. 


The habit of stooping over

reading or writing has a bad effect on 
most eyes and should be avoided es- 
pecially if one is near sighted. When

No- 


where have white women who venture 
to enter into such a contract so lost 
their caste, their station in society, 
and become such wretched outcasts, 
without a friendly.tie of either clan 
or country, as they have within the 
units of the California city. 


Marriage between whites and Chi- 
cese is increasing to an astonishing 
extent. Nearly one hundred cases are 
now known to exist. 
This is not 
i 


arge, of course, m comparison with i 
.he number of Chinese in the city, i 
Indeed, that number is small. But its 
significance is terrifying. In that lies 
the problem. 


Contemplate for a moment what a 


white woman surrenders when she 
marries a Chinaman. First of all, she 
must abandon ail association with her 
relatives. She is forced to this on ac- 
count of the wide breach which «x- 


£ between the races. She not only 


must cast aside all filial ties, but she 
must sever forever all connection with 
the whole white race. 
When she 


abandons her race she abandons her 
caste. And when she loses her caste 
she loses her country. She becomes a 
social outcast. She has lowered her- 
self from the ranks of a progressive, 
cultured race to those of a vile, un- 
cleanly, semi-civilized horde, weak' 
mentally and morally. She has lost 
all that would make a patriotc woman, 
loyal to whatever national flag, thrill 
with the deepest feeling. 


And the gam7 Why, there is no 


gain. It is all loss. She secures a 
husband but she loses pride. She se- 
cures a miserable home, and she loses 
forever what a woman holds most 
dear, her name. 


At any moment we may expect to s«e 


her celestial husband wind his pig- 
tail around his yellow, shaven head, 
and depart for China, leaving 
her 


without means of support, cast upon 
the world, a despised and 
ignored 


creature. At any time, living in the 
midst of disease-breeding filth, the 
husband may be carried off by death. 
He may leave some landed property 
or the merchandise of a shop, or a few 
bags of gold coin. 
Naturally 
one 


would think that she who had surren- 
dered everything that is precious and 
noble in life for her Chinese husband 
would reap the benefit of all this and 
receive the heutage due her. Not so. 
No white woman ever inherited 
a 


dollar of a Chinaman's wealth. It goes 
to the beloved uncles and parents and 
brothers and sisters in the big flow- 
ery kingdom over the water, and the 
white woman is left to starve. 


Hated and spurned in America, she 


may seek the shores of her husband's 
country and throw herself upon the 
mercy and leniency of his family there. 
She, who had once been superior to 
them in intellect, in form, in beauty, 
in morality, in instinct, receives not 
even the respect of equal to equal. 


There have been cases where white 


women have married Christianized 
Mongolians. Marriage in this case is 
sacred, finding, legal. There 
have 


been a few such that have turned out 
happily. 
Strange as it may seem, a major- 


ity of the women who marry Chinese 
have sprung from Scandinavian, Ger- 
man or Russian parentage. It seems 
that the yellow hair and the blue 
eyes of the buxom northern beauties 
appeal particularly to the Mongolian 
race. The rosy complexion and grace 
ofi white women astonishes and at- 
tracts them. No Chinaman will marry 
a woman of his own race if he can 
prevail'upon a white woman to accept 
marriage. 


If the Chinaman will consent to be- 


come a Christian and give up some of 
the marital privileges of his native 
laud, they are looked upon as respect- 
able members of the community. The 
woman really gains nothing by this; 
neither does she lose. She is taking 
chances neither v*ay. And the Chi- 
nes husband and father rises some- 
what in the nature of his instincts, 
one step in the ladder of advancement. 


But this has not been the happy out- 


come of all the intermarriages which 
have taken place. Only a rare few 
have consented to accept Christianity. 
And white women persist in throwing 
themselves away on these pagan*'in- 
grates. Mission workers plead with 
them and still they persist in entering 
into unions that end eventually 
in 


utter degradation and social degener- 
acy. If they are not strong enough 
to resist the attentions of a pagan ce- 
lestial they are not strong enough to 
withstand his awful vices. Let them 
step out into the by-way of a pagan 
marriage and they have chosen the 
road to everlasting social damnation. 
The end is generally violent death.

through his uncle Peter, nevertheless 
may divide in two pans what has been 
an indiv.dual holding, valued at be- 
tween $35,006,060 and J45.000.000. 


Next to the two Astor estates it was 


the greatest in proportion of the real 
estate holdings in New York city Its 
building up was as a romance. Some- 
what like the Astor interests, the heads 
of the various generations of the fam- 
ily held on to their real estate and 
added to its extent- But. unlike the 
Astors, until very r«»eently the Goelet 
estate has adopted the principle of con- 
stant improvement, and the result is 
that its buildings are now notable be- i 
cause as a rule they represent the besi! 
types of modern buildings. 


Romance in wealth, as invested in 


land and houses, is by no means unfa- 
miliar to New York 
But the founda- 


tion of the vast property which came i 
ogether under Peter Goelet was estab- ; 
ished under peculiarly romantic cir- 
cumstances. The history of the Edict 
of Nantes is one of the most mterest- 
ng episodes in 
the 
chronicles of 


France. The sturdy, God-fearing, trad- 
ng Huguenots, driven to desperation 
by the decree of Louis, made all sorts 
of efforts to escape from what they 
then deemed their cursed couitry. 


Among the thousands of families was 


that of the Goelettes, who were stopped 
at the borders of the low countries and 
sent back. Only one member of it, 
Jean, escaped the French officers, and 
tie came to this country in 1685. He 
was welcomed to New York almost as 
a hero. He was personally attractive, 
of admirable address, and excellent ed- 
ucation. He knew English and soon 
made -himself something of a social 
factor m the little colony. 


He fell in love with, and married the 


daughter of John Cannon, a merchant, 
in 1697, and with her came a consider- 
able fortune. It was the turning of the 
tide for the young Frenchman. Ac- 
cepted as a partner by his father-in- 
law, he finally became one of the well 
known merchants of the colony.The 
children resulting from the marriage 
were thrifty and added to the wealth 
which was left by the Huguenot mer- 
chant. 
Jean's grandson, Peter, had inherit- 


ed a considerable amount of real es- 
tate from his father, and, true to the 
inherited passion of th« race, he, too, 
became a merchant. It was then just 
before the Revolutionary war. He had 
a b'g hardware store 
in 
Hanover 


Square, New York, then the largest 
store of its kind in the colony, and 
when the raid was made at the begin- 
ning of hostilities and the statue of 
the King was melted in Bowling preen 
his store was attacked for powder and 
arms. 
Peter, the uncle of Ogden Goelet, 


was one of the sons. He it was who 
pnt the capstone on the fortune of the 
family. He, as the oldest son of the 
old merchant, inherited the larger 
share of the fortune. 
He soon saw 
that trade no longer offered the great- 
est opportunities for the accumulation 
of wealth. 
He saw that New York 


was certain to become one of the great-. 
est cities, if not the greatest city, in 
the world. 


The real estate in the lower part of 


the city, which had been left to him, 
where it was off the thoroughfare of 
traffic, he traded or sold 
His desire 


was for holdings in Broadway, which 
already indicated its future. He loaned 
money on property in the 
district, 


then away out of town, but now imme- 
diately about Fortieth 
and Fiftieth 
streets. He encouraged builders to come 
to him for loans, and then when there 
was a failure on their part to meet 
their indebtedness lie would secure the 
property by virtue of his liens on it. 


The so-called Goelet farm did not 


consist of unbroken property. It was 
chiefly located in the parts of the city 
already mentioned. 
At that time Mr. 


Goelet owned most of the land on 
which the Grand Central Station and 
its approaches lie. Commodore Van- 
derbilt approached the shrewd specula- 
tor and made him an offer for it. Mr. 
Goelet laughed at the offer. 


"Very well," Commodore Vanderbilt 


is quoted as saying, "that property 
pleases me very much and I intend to 
have control of it" 


Again Mr. Goelet laughed, but the 


railway king went to the Legislature 
and succeeded in having an act passed 
condemning the property for railway 
purposes. Mr. Goelet never complete- 
ly forgave Commodore Vanderbilt for 
this, though the real estate magnate 
always referred to the railway king 
with profound respect as the only man 
who had ever gotten the best of Peter 
Goelet.
